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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  ice  cream  In  the  United  States  in  September,  estimated  at 
65,385,000  gallons,  exceeded  fractionally  that  of  September  last  year,  while  it  al- 
most equalled  the  record  production  of  September  1959,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  re- 
ports. Output  vas  13  percent  greater  than  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month.  Total 
production  January-September  this  year  was  552,285,000  gallons  - 1 percent  less  than 
in  the  corresponding  period  in  i960,  but  6 percent  more  than  the  5-y-ear  average. 

From  August  to  September  this  year,  production  decreased  15  percent,  compared 
with  Id  percent  last  year  and  an  average  of  20  percent  in  the  1955-59  period. 
Temperatures  during  September  averaged  warmer  than  normal  in  most  of  the  country 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River.  They  were  cooler  than  normal  in  most  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  country  except  the  coast  of  California. 

Compared  with  September  last  year,  an  11 -percent  gain  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States  outweighed  decreases  in  all  the  remaining  regions  of  the  country.  Produc- 
tion was  18  percent  greater  in  New  York,  but  was  only  about  the  same  in  Pennsylvania. 
Increases  were  shown  in  the  remaining  North  Atlantic  States  and  in  Indiana,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  Colorado,  and  the  lesser-producing  South  Atlantic  States.  Regional  de- 
creases varied  from  only  fractional  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  to  8 percent  in 
both  the  South  Central  and  the  Mountain.  Production  was  d percent  less  in -the  East 
North  Central  Region  and  6 percent  smaller  in  both  the  West  North  'Central  and  the 
Pacific.  Output  was  down  7 percent  in  California.  ’ ' ' • 


Compared  with  the  1955-59  average  for  September,  production  vas  more  in  all 
regions  except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  d percent  less.  Increases  were 
sharp  in  the  more  eastern  regions : 26  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  15  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic,  and  12  percent  in  the  East  North  Central.  Other . advances  were 
2 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  and  d percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central  :and 
the  Mountain.  Production  was  up  36  percent  in  New”  York,  11  percent  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  3 percent  in  California.

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10-20-61  ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 

September  production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at 
14,765,000  gallons,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  about  the  sane 
as  the  output  of  a year  ago,  but  was  37  percent  above  the  5 -year  September  average. 
Compared  with  September  i960,  sharply  larger  production  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region  nearly  offset  decreases  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.  Output  the  first 
nine  months  of  this  year  totaled  124,230,000  gallons  - 3 percent  more  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  a year  ago  and  34  percent  above  the  average. 

Production  declined  27  percent  from  August  to  September  this  year.  This  com- 
pares with  22  percent  between  these  months  in  i960  and  26  percent  on  the  average  in 
the  1955-59  period.  Output  declined  sharply  in  all  sections  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  4,080, 000  gallons 
in  September.  This  was  8 percent  larger  than  in  the  same  month  last  year  and  29 
percent  greater  than  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month.  Cumulative  output  through 
September  this  year  was  2 percent  more  than  in  the  January-September  period  of  i960 
and  10  percent  above  the  5 -year  average  for  these  months. 

The  manufacture  of  sherbet  declined  26  percent  between  August  and  September, 
compared  with  28  percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  36  percent  on  the  average  in  the 
1955-59  period.  Sharp  seasonal  downturns  occurred  in  all  parts  of  the  country.

10-20-61 


The  nation's  output  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and 
oils  other  than  milhfat  totaled  4,  4lC,000  gallons  during  September  - 1 percent  more 
than  in  September  a year  ago  and  30  percent  above  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month. 
The  January-September  total  this  year  vas  9 percent  above  the  first  nine  months  of 
i960  and  34  percent  above  the  average. 

Compared  vith  September  i960, ' Mellorine  production  vas  less  in  Illinois, 
Missouri,  Alabama,  and  Arizona.  Increases  vere  recorded  in  all  the  remaining 
Mellorine -producing  states. 

Output  declined  23  percent  from  August  to  September  this  year,  compared  vith 
15  percent  betveen  these  months  a year  ago  and  19  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1955- 
59  period.  All  states  shoved  decreases  except  South  Carolina  and  Oregon.
